Abdalla, a 
great while after his Return, was ſent by. 
Chah Jebam to Batavia, in order to ſet on 
Foot a Treaty of Commerce With the Ea.

The Moment I heard 
theſe Words, I fell proſtrate, and after having a- 
dor'd God, Oglouf-Kan, anſwer'd I, put thy Hand 
upon my Head; the Sultan is Maſter of my Life; 
and I am his Slave. At the ſame Time I deli- 
ver'd him up my Sabre and follow'd him. There 
were ten Guards poſted at the Bottom of the 
Stairs, who environ'd me; and with this Atten- 
dance I paſs'd thro* all the Courts belonging to 
the Palace, and at laſt was brought before Chab- 
Fehan.

He drew out my Sa- 
bre, which he had not let out of his Hands, even 
during the Prayer, and extended his Arm; but

Bruma and 
his Andis readily mimick'd, in à very comical 
Manner, all her Geſtures; and repeating her 


Words with different Accents, they form'd an 


Harmony that made the whole Audience laugh. 
Unhappily for me, I was ſo much pleas'd with 
this Spectacle, and follow'd the Waggon fo con- 
ſiderable a Time, that the God Bruma took par- 
ticular Notice of me. Towards Evening, after 
the laſt Repreſentation, he pull'd off his Maſk 
and Horns, bad the Spectators give Attention, 
and ſaid: Adorers of Ram, we eſteem our ſelves. 
very happy, in having afforded you any Diver- 
ſion by this our Performance. But do ye think 
you are acquainted with all we can do? No, no, 
you ſuppoſe we take time in ſtudying our Tones 
and Geſtures; and it is therefore neceſſary for us 
to undeceive you, by renewing ſome other a- 
wx Scene. Whilſt he was ſpeaking theſe 
ords, he gave a Signal to his Companions, who 
very probably were accuſtom'd to ſuch like Crimes.

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pen'd to ſojourn, or to be on the Road, I que - 
ſtion'd thoſe who had ſeen the World, without 
any other View but Curioſity, concerning what 
ſurprizing Things they had ſeen and heard of du- 
ring their Travels. They did not require much 
Entreaty; for I always obſerv'd, they were as fond 
of recounting their Adventures, as I was of hear- 
ing them. They were ſo much the Reverſe of the 
learned Men, that they would even have pay'd 
me for liſtening to, or rather admiring them; for, 
in the main, it's Admiration they want. I pro- . 
pos'd my ſeif two Views by exacting theſe Nar- 
rations : I was in hopes either naturally to hear 
ſome News of the Motive of my Voyage, or elſe 
to come by the Knowledge of ſome Sage, in unity 
with the Genii.

I ſhould have been ſorry to have miſs'd ſo 
favourable an Opportunity of becoming acquaint- 
ed with ſo extraordinary a Perſon as ſhe was;

. muſt know there was formerly a Pond 
in the Kingdom of Stapbilin, which extends 
it ſelf along the Coaſt of the Grey Sea, that was 
 renown'd for producing very fine Fiſh.

I rode a conſiderable Way by the Side of it, till, 
at laſt, I reach'd the Town that bears the ſame 
Name. I knock'd at the firſt Door I met with, 
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but no Body anſwer'd, except a great Maſtif- 
Dog, ſet looſe in the Yard, that made ſuch a ter- 
rible Barking, as awoke the reſt of the Dogs of 
the Place. In a Moment, all Baby echo'd with 
the Noiſe theſe Animals made, {till none of the 
Inhabitants ſeem'd in the leaſt diſturb'd at it. I 
went likewiſe and thunder'd at a neighbouring 
Door, but with the ſame Succeſs as before. De- 
ſpairing, at laſt, ro find any Shelter there that 
Night, I purſu'd my Journey, curſing all the ſleepy 
Natives of Babu.

I thought myſelf the Subject of his 
Deriſion, and he, probably, imagin'd the fame 
of me; for we frown'd upon each other with ſuch 
a Diſdain as can't be expreſs'd. During this Scene, 

the Daughter of Lulfallab re-appear'd, laughing 

immoderately. You injure both your Paſſions, 
ſaid ſhe to us, by a miſtaken Reſentment: *Tis 
by a particular Virtue appropriated to this Sum-

Having plac'd ourſelves on a little Sofa below 
her's, we remain'd in Silence a conſiderable Time, 
to recover the Confuſion our Spirits were in. Then 

I deliver'd myſelf as follows: Powerful Princeſs! 

I humbly entreat to know why our Sex govern in 

this INand. Lutfallah I perceive is acknowledg'd 
(Queen, yet Milan-Schak claims not the Character 
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Ps. 
of Kia The other Periſes, whether Queens or 
Subjects, have equally a Superiority over their 
Huſbands, which gives me much Matter of Won- 
der. May I, with Submiſſion, farther aſk if this 
Cuſtom be introduc'd to compenſate the Aſſidui- 
ties of the Periſes, whilſt in a Virgin State? In 
our World, young Men before Marriage, pay 
their Miſtreſſes the utmoſt Deference, Humility 
and Complaiſance ; but when that Ceremony is 0- 
ver, their former Devoirs are converted into Au- 
 thority. Our Laws, reſum'd the Princeſs, are much 
preferable to yours, and are grounded upon theſe 
three Reaſons: The firſt is, the Periſes have infi- 
nitely more Underſtanding than the Peris, and are 
as naturally ſuperior to thery as thoſe are to com- 
mon Men, or thele latter to the Pabins, and fo on 
by Degrees. The ſecond is, that Strength is ad- 
ded to their Wit ; whereas Men are only Maſters 
in your World, but becauſe they are ſtronger. 
And the third is myſterious. Only obſerve, that 
F ertility i is the Source of all Things, and chat it 
can't be too much honour'd. 
Indgi-Mergian having diſcontinu'd ſpeaking, A- 
joub kept up the Converſation, and ſaid: As there's 
but little Probability of our being ſuffer'd to re- 
main Time enough to make ſufficient Remarks of 
this City, therefore I. believe Rouſchen will not be 
diſpleas'd if I beſeech you, charming Princeſs ! 
to give us ſome Idea of it; for, as yet, I know 
not ſo much as its Name. This City, anſwer'd 
the Daughter of Ltfallah, is call'd Gianire. Afﬀ- 
ter the Death of Gian, Sovereign of all the Genii, 
the War, that ſeem'd to be at an End towards his 
latter Years, being renew'd between the Peris and 
D:v:, there aroſe ſuch terrible Diſorders through- 
out all Ginniſtan, that made Gian, only Son of that 
good King abandon it, with his F amily, and yr 
others 
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others of the moſt Illuſtrious of the Nation of the 
Peris. This great Deſign produc'd a very hap- 

y Event, by the Succour of Feramat his Con- 
ſort, who render'd the Vigilance of the Divs of 
no Effect, and conducted her triumphant Band 
into this Iſland. The Town was built in a very 
ſhort Time, which Feramak call'd Gianire, from 
the Name of her Huſband. To preſerve an eſta- 
bliſh'd Peace in her new Colony, ſhe ſhar'd her 
Authority with the four Mothets of the Families 
that had accompany*d her, and fince that Time, 
Gianire has always been govern'd by five Queens, 
Theſe our Anceſtors, made Choice of five diffe- 
rent Colours to diſtinguiſh themſelves, their Sub- 
jets, and even their Deſcendants. Theſe Colours 
were Green, which is ours, Blew, Yellow, Red and 
White, There are five broad Streets in the City 
of Gianire; one End. of them coming into the 
Market-Place, and the other leading to the Front 
of a Palace. The Queens Palaces are built of 
Marble of the fame Colour their Arms are of; 
the ordinary Houſes take their's from the Palace 
they are dependent on; and thoſe are inhabited 
by Peris of the ſecond Claſs. I will ſhew you to 
morrow, both the great Market-Place and the 
Academy, which is the moſt ſumptuous Piece of 
Building in the whole Iſland. But how great ſoever 
your Admiration may be, at the Sight of ſo magni- 
ficent an Edifice, the Reſurrection of Feramak and 
Gian, my Anceſtors, and thoſe I have been tel- 
ling you of, will, undoubtedly, aſtoniſh you much 
more. When Jndgi-Mergian had finiſh'd the De- 
ſcription, ſhe roſe up, and we croſs'd the Water 
again together. After that, we walk*d a conſi- 
derable Time in a Wood of lofty Strawberry-trees, 
which, at that Seaſon, could ſcarcely ſupport the 
Weight of that delicious Fruit. They wafted a 
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moſt grateful Air, and ſuch an exquiſite "OY 
that the hymenial Perfumes can't be compar'd ta 
it, without rendering the Compariſon odious. 
The next Morning, 'a little before peep of Day, 
the whole Town was raig'd from their Sleep by a 
moſt harmonious Symphony, that was heard in the 
Air over the Academy, where People began to 
repair from all Parts. 

Being very deſirous to be of the Number of 
the Spectators, I went down into the Court- yard, 
where I found two Wood-lice, about thirty Foot 
long, and large in Proportion, very richly har- 
neſs*'d, and who carry'd on their ſpacious Backs 
commodious and magnificent Lodgings, compos d 
of a Chamber and two Cabinets: The one im- 
pore the Forepart, and might contain twelve 

oot ſquare and the others, one of which ſerv'd as 
an Anti- chamber, were about ſeven Foot long, and 
fix broad. Theſe moving Apartments were hung 
with green Velvet, the reſt of the Furniture an- 
ſwerable to it. Tho' theſe valuable Moveables, 
as well as all other Riches, ſtand the Peris in no- 
thing, yet the Nicety of their Taſte and Judg- 
ment in adorning the Lodges of Lutfallah and 
Milan-Schak, was almoſt the chief Thing to be 
admir'd in them. 1 can't forbear acquainting you, 
now I am about it, that no Carriage whatever is 
comparable to thoſe, either for Safety or Conve- 
niency. A Wood-louſe: is of a ſurprizing tracta- 
ble Nature, and always attentive to the Directions 
of his Conducter, whoſe' Seat is plac'd as it were 
on the Head of this Animal. He goes as faſt as 
one pleaſes, without abating any thing of the Un- 
caſineſs of his Pace. If by Chance he lames him- 
ſelf in one of his Feet, it is not perceivable, be- 
cauſe he has thirteen more to ſuſtain him. His 
Shells are all Sen and ſhine like thoſe of the 
| | great

reat Indian Tortoiſes; and their two Horns are 
almoſt as uſeful to them, as Trunks are to Ele- 
Phants. F wel | Tug 
Lutfallah plac'd me nigh” herſelf, and Ajoub ac- 
company'd Milan. ſchat. We paſs'd through a very 
long Street, croſs'd by five others, at an'equal 
Diſtance between each other. All the Houſes 
we ſaw were built of green Marble, with ſuch a 
Symmetry as did not fatigue the Sight by too near a 
Reſemblance. We came at laſt to a very ſpacious, 
round Place, in the Middle of which was an Edi- 
fice, built alſo round, that has not its Fellow in 
the World, being the ſame Indgi-Mergian had 
told us of. It ſerves the Peris both for an Acade- 
my and a Temple: It is cover'd with-a Golden 
Cupilo , whoſe Luſtre did not ſeem leſfſen'd, even 
by the Sun's, which was then riſing. Five Por- 
ticoes of Agate, each of different Colours, and 
adorn'd with twelve fine lofty Columns, give the 
Entrance into this magnificent Temple, and which 
face the five principal Streets of the Town. The 
Orders of Architecture are ſo regularly obſerv*d, 
that nothing we ſee in theſe Parts, can poſſibly 
convey a ſtronger or more grateful Idea. I took 
Notice that: the Chapters of all the Columns are 
compos'd of four Figures, repreſenting the Heads 
of Lobſters, the Contours of whoſe Horns, on 
the Top, produce a very agreeable Effect. The 
Portico we enter'd into, was of green Agate, ſpot- 
ted with White, on the Frontiſpiece of which was 
wrote the illuſtrious Names of Feramak and of 
Gian, in large golden Letters. We went up nine 
Steps of Serpentine Marble, into a Theatre divi- 
ded into five Parts. All the Stages of each Part 
were full of Periſes and Peris of different Ages, 
and dreſs'd in the ſame Colour with their Queen, 
whoſe Throne was fix'd quite on the Top. _

N the Middle of the Amphi-Theatre, there 

lay two Veſſels of Cryſtal, in the Figure of 
Eggs, which contain'd two little dead Bodies of 
different Sexes. Juſt when we enter'd, the four 
Queens and their Huſbands were fitting. on. the 
Ground about theſe Veſſels, and contemplating 
them with a molt ſurpriſing Attention and Mode- 
ſty. Lutfallab and Milan-Schak join'd. them; and 
Ajoub and I were conducted up to the Top of the 
Amphi-Theatre, by a private Stair-Caſe, and plac'd 
near the green Throne.. There reigned ſuch a pro- 
found Silence in this numeraus Aſſembly as made 
it frightful. A quarter of an Hour after, Fera- 
mak and Gian, who were inclos'd in the two Veſ- 
ſels, began to ſhew all the Marks of Life; the 
tranſparent Eggs clove aſſunder, and were con- 
verted into green Cloaths to cover their Naked- 
neſs. Theſe Bodies, riſen from the Dead, grew 
to the ſame Bigneſs they were of in the Flower of 
their Age: Then they roſe by degrees into the 
Air, the Periſes and Peris ſurrounding them; and 
being come to the Height of the Thrones, they 
ſtopp'd there a Moment, caſting their Eyes all 
round, as it were to examine the Company. Af- 
ter that, they ſunk down, without the leaſt Mo- 
tion, towards the Middle, where I was, and plac'd 
themſelves by each other in the green Throne. 
Nothing but Death itſelf could everterrify me more 
than did the Approach of . theſe People , who 
were juſt come from the other World. Thoſe 
of both Sexes, that had accompany'd them thi- 
ther, ſaluted them in the moſt profound Man- 
ner, 
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ner, and then went, taking the ſame Road in the 
Air, to fill their Thrones over the Band of their 
Colour. Lutfallah and Milan- Scha fat at the 
Feet of Feramak and Gian. The two riſen from 
the Dead, wore a very grave and ſerious Air, 
as though they were meditating on Affairs of great 

Conſequence. Feramak had a delicate fair Com- 
plexion; Gian a ſwarthy one; his Eyes were 
lively, his Beard and Hair jet-black, and look d 
like a ſevere and courageous Man. His Wife 
pronounc'd the following Diſcourſe, in a very 
diſtinct, eaſy Manner, and with a very elevated 
Voice. T2, 

The purify'd Shades, that came to viſit us in 
our peaceful Manſions, ſince our laſt Expiration, 
have, from time to time, appris'd us of ſuch Paſ- 
ſages and Tranſactions, as would have oblig'd us 
to haſten our Return much ſooner, had it been in 
our Power to accompliſn it. Ir grieves me to tell 
you, my dear Children, - that the Glory of our Na- 
tion degenerates by little and little, and that the 
deteſtable Divs are inſenſibly becoming conſpi- 
cuous on our Ruin and Decay; a Misfortune the 
more fatal, as you are almoſt unprepar'd to receive 
it. Whence proceeds this paſſive Negle& of our 
Wel-fare? From a Want of due Reflection on the 
End, for which we are rais'd above the reſt of 
Mortals. We trifle away our Time about No- 
things; for ſuch I eſteem all Prodigies, done with- 
out having an abſolute Neceſſity, or an apparent 
Advantage in view. | 

Do you imagine the moſt eſſential Glory of our 
State conſiſts in building Palaces, adorning them 
with rich Furniture, dreſſing in magnificent Ha- 
bits, giving a falſe Gloſs of Beauty to Perſons, 
whoſe Natures are oppoſite, filling Coffers with 
Pearls and Diamonds, inſpiring Men with the Know- 


ledge 
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ledge of the various Languages of Birds and e: 
ther Animals, favouring the inſignificant Paſſion 
of ſome amorous Trifler, and transforming Bo- 
dies from one Shape to another? All theſe Won- 
ders, in our Power, are not eſtimable in them- 
ſelves: they ought only to be made uſe of, as 
Means to arrive at a higher Degree of Perfection. 
If we pröpoſe no more than the Performance of 
them, we abuſe the moſt ſublime Gifts, render 
ourſelves uſeleſs to the Univerſe, betray our Vir- 
tue, and reſign up our Right of Empire to Ene- 
mies unworthy of it. 
How can a few vain Applauſes ſooth us, when 
ſo many impending Ills hang over our Heads? 
Ought we, alas! ro purchaſe a fading Admira- 
tion at ſo dear a Rate? Where are the Ages, not 
to mention thoſe of my own Time, which my 
grand Niece Lutfallah and her Spouſe render'd fo 
famous by their firſt Exploits? Then our Sciences 
not only contributed to the Glory of the Sams- 
2 Nerimans, the Zals-Zers, the Roſtams, the Kaico- 
bads, the Asfendiars, and a numerous Multitude 
of other Heroes, but at the fame time made Vir- 
tue alſo triumphant. Then we beheld nothing 
but great Enterpriſes, Queens deliver'd from the 
Hands of their Raviſhers, Magicians vanquiſh'd, 
Giants trod under Foot, Monſters defeated, Ty- 
rants diſpoil'd and put to Death, and the ſtrongeſt 
Enchantments of Vice happily brought to an End. 
Then the Divs b Nerez and their Diſciples durſt 
not preſume to appear, or if they had the Teme- 
rity to do it, they receiv'd the juſt Puniſhment of 
their Crimes : But alas! that happy Time's no 
more!

Your Sighs, purſu'd ſhe, would make me judge 
I have a little roo far exaggerated your Faults, 
bur I hope my Reproaches will be of ſuch Ser- 
vice as to engage you to remark what's moſt re- 
prehenſible in your paſt Actions, and put you 


more on your Guard for the future. As our Time 


1s ſhort among you, let the Youth of the ſecond 
Claſs immediately begin their Exerciſe, that they 
may deſerve our Praiſes. | 

That Moment the Periſes and Peris, Subjects 
of Lutfallah, roſe up and repair'd to the Area, in or- 
der to commence the Exerciſe of the Elements. 
The Chaos was the firſt thing repreſented; then 
they divided the Matter into two Parts, and after 


that into four. Each Part produc'd its proper 


Effects; as the Fire, Light'nings, Thunder-bolts, 


Conflagrations, and Ignis Fatuus's: The Air, Winds, 


Thunders, and ordinary Star-fallings. The Vater, 


Tempeſts and Monſters; and the Earth, Earth- 


quakes, new Mountains, Abyſſes and Foreſts. All 
theſe Things were ſhewn in Miniature, which 
gave a great Proof of the green Band's Dexterity, 
they having obſerv'd, with the greateſt Nicety, 


all the Rules of Proportion. 


The yellow and blue Peris aſſembled together 


to imitate rural Diverſions : Their firſt Repreſenta- 


tion was, a ſurpriſing Proſpect of Rocks, Rivers, 


Meadows, and all ſorts of Cattel feeding therein, 
even with their Shepherds and She pherdeſſes. The 
Scene was concluded by a witty Game: Three 
young Shepherds, and as many Shepherdeſſes, ac- 
company'd with the oldeſt of their Profeſſion, of 
each Sex, belonging to their Village, ſate toge- 
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ther under the Shade of ſome Trees. Each Shep- 

© herdeſs accus'd her Shepherd with a Defe&; and 
each Shepherd attributed to his Shepherdeſs a 
Perfection. All the Shepherds prov'd, by a little

Feramak and Gian 
openly applauded the Dexterity” of their Perfor- 
mances. The Companies, tranſported with the 
Praiſes given them, re- united to treat the Aſſem- 
bly. In a Word, the whole Edifice was fill'd, in 
a: Moment, with the moſt exquiſite, rare and nou- 
riſhing Perfumes. When the Entertainment was

Madam, cry'd he, what have 
I done, that you accufe and condemn me at the 
fame Time? Let me know my Crime, that I may 
ſtrive to amend it. What have kept as a Secret 
from you? It is true, you were in the Right to 
judge of my Birth by the Appearance I make; 
for to my Father I owe the Source of it, as thro? 
his Means I came by the Purſe, I now always car- 
ry about me. Can it be poſſible, reſum*d Dogan- 
dar, readily changing her Accent, that all the 
Riches you ſquander away, ſhould only proceed 
from a Purſe ſo eaſily carry'd? Oh! it can't be! 
you ſtill continue to deceive me!] Madam, re- 
ply'd Tangut, I'll inſtantly convince you of it by 
Experience. Upon which he drew forth his Purſe, 
open'd it ſeveral Times, and as many laid the 
golden Product at the young Printeſs's Feet. Do- 
gandar, ſeiz d with an inſatiable Deſire of becom- 
ing Miſtreſs of ſuch an admirable Purſe, mo An- 
wer, 
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ſwer, ſhe would not believe her own Eyes, un- 
leſs ſhe had firſt made the agreeable Proof of ic 
_ herſelf. In ſo ſaying, ſhe ſmatch'd it out of Tan- 
ut's Hands, as it were in a Jeſt, hid it in her 
oſom, ran away with it, and ſhut five or ſix 
Doors after her. Whilſt he thought his Charmer 
only did it out of Diverſion, he waited her Return 
with all the Patience ſuch an. Accident would 
Cauſe, that was done without Deſign; but when 
the Eunuch told him roughly to withdraw, by 
Dogander's Orders, he began to foreſee his ap- 
proaching Misfortune. The next Day, and a 
great many Days after, he repair*d to the Sultan's, 
but with the ſame Impoſſibility of ſpeaking to the 
Princeſs.

22 ungut remaining ſpeechleſs at theſe Words,

ſhe propos'd. Madam, anſwered Tangut, advan- 


cing towards her, I know not' the Nation . of 


the Hob-goblins, nor that a Girdle is ane of their 


Habiliments ; but am certain, mine is of an in- 
eſtimable Price, and infinitely dear to me, ſince 
jt has procured me the valuable Bleſſings I now 
enjoy. While he was ſpeaking, the ſubtil Prin- 
ceſs unty'd the Girdle, and drew it inſenſibly 
from him; ſaying, how got you hither then ? 
Whence come you? And how much Time has 
your Journey taken you up? I have travelled, 
ſays he, more than three Hundred Leagues in 
one Inſtant :: When this miraculous Girdle is 
bound about me, I but Name a City, and am 
tranſported immediately to it. But, Madam 
What is it you are doing? I think you are rob- 
bing me of it. Dogandar had drawn as much of

Nor 
mall that be all; I will give you the Means to

FT E R our leaving Calicut, we ſail'd with 

a favourable Gale, 'till we arriv'd off of 
Ceilan, where we met with ſuch a ftrong North» 
Eaſt Wind in our Teeth, that we could not pur- 
ſue our Voyage. This blowing Weather was ſuc- 
| 2 5 cieeded 
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ceeded by a terrible Tempeſt, and continr'd ſe 
long, 'that all we could do, was to lay by, and 
abandon ourſelves to the Mercy of the Waves.

vellers ; no Body can give you a more precinct - 


Account of what you are 1n Search of, than we; 
for we live at the Foot of the Mountain, that 
Daggial's Aſs grazes on; neither are we ignorant 
of the Meaſures you muſt take, to become Ma- 
ſter of this Animal. Praiſe be to God ! Dear 
Friends, cried I, you put 'an end to my Fatigues.
